In  connection  wi,i;h  the  summary  on /OIG,  on  Page  8^ 

Paragraph  S^^t  is  pointed  out  that  the  functions 
Director  o.r^entral  Intelligence/ and  the  Agency  are  not  enumer¬ 
ated  in  the ^"S1T2  presen-blybe i ng  considered.  In  a  recent  con¬ 
versation  with  a  Congressman  I  was  informed  that  the  phrase¬ 
ology  calling  for  the  transfer  of  the  functions  of  the  Central 
Intelligence  Group  to  the  new  combined.  National  Defense  Depart¬ 
ment  is  so  worded  as  to  give  the  Executive  Order  of  January  22 
the  effect  of  legislative  enactment  and  the  Act  by  calling  for 
the  transfer  of  the  functions  and  duties  of  CIG  without  any 
restrictive  language  would  probably  be  the  most  undesirable 
thing  that  could  happen. 

My  only  suggestion  in  connection  with  the  memorandum  is  that 
this  point  be  made,  clear.  Otherwise ^  as  I  know  the  situation j 
the  memorandum  appears  to  me  to  be  quite  complete.
